A NOISY COUNCIL MEETING 


Protest by-law officer by-law 


Deseronto Town Council has given 
two readings to a by-law to appoint a 
property standards enforcement 
officer, a chief building official and a 
plumbing inspector for the town and 
the by-law names Marvin Brooks as the 
incumbent ... BUT ... meanwhile, the 
town is running an 2dvertisement for an 

incumbent to fill the position. 


It's all perfectly legal. Until the third 
reading and the passing of the by-law, 
Mr. Brooks does not have the position. 


How did the town get itself into this 
rather ridiculous situation? 


Last year, Mr. Brooks had a contract 
with the town as property standards by- 
law officer and inspector for Ontario 
Home Renewal Plan loans, at a salary of 
$3,800 a year. Previously, he had bee 
paid per inspection. 


At the same time, Deseronto was 
paying a levy to Hastings County for a 
number of services, one of which was 
plumbing and building inspections. 
Hasting collected about $900 in 
plumbing and building inspections in 
Deseronto last year, about $3,000 the 
year before and $2,100 in 1976. 


At the February 12 meeting of 
Deseronto town council, the 
Residential and Industrial Committee 
recommended that the workload of Mr. 
Brooks be increased by including 
building and plumbing inspections, that 
he be in the office at stated times and 
that he be paid a salary of $6,000 a year, 
plus some other benefits such as OHIP. 


Reeve B. Johnston refrained from 
voting because Mr. Brooks is a relative 
by marriage. The vote ended in a tie, 
broken by a negative vote from Mayor 
John Neal. 


Since that February 12 meeting there’s 
been a lot of flak in town. 


A petition was prepared by Flo 
McAlister, signed by about 100 people, 
protesting the recommendation, and 
asking that the building and plumbing 
inspections be left up to the county 
inspectors. 


This petition was presented at 
Monday night’s council meeting ... and 
it was a lively one. 


“‘Your’e not sitting where | am. You 
don’t have all the facts,’ Councillor 
David Martin (who had introduced the 
recommendation at the February 12 
meeting) told Mrs. McAlister. 


“How much work is he doing now?’ 
she wanted to know. ‘I still think $6,000 
is too much. Richmond Township pays 
$1,300 for a building inspector,’ she said. 


Frieda Vick and Bill Woodcock also 
had questions ... if the fee for a building 


year, wouldn’t that only be about $900 in 
permits for the year? ... had Marvin 
Brooks already been hired? ... did the 
town pay a lump sum to Hastings for the 
inspections? 

During the controversy, Mayor John 
Neal had to interrupt the proceedings 
several times to reprimand an unruly 
member of the public.

Mohawk memories 
in Mel Hil?’s museum

There’s a house on Tyendinaga 
Reserve that looks like many other 
homes in the area. 


It’s old, of frame construction, sturdy 
and well maintained, in fact pretty 
ordinary-looking. At least on the 
exterior. Inside, though, is another 
story. This is the house of a collector. 


The name of the collector? Robert 
Melville Hill, the official historian for 
Tyendinaga Reserve. At age 61, he has 
collected what could be one of 
Canada’s most complete accumulations 
of Native artifacts dating back hundreds 
of years. 


His house is a warm family home so, 
naturally, you enter through the 
kitchen. And there you see the first 
collection: small bars of soap from 
hotels and motels around North 
America. 


The kitchen walls hold another 
collection - old fa rm implements of all 
kinds and conditions, some as old as 100 
years. 

A step into the dining room and 
you're faced with walls covered with 
Native art and old photographs. In a 
corner is an ancient sate with a 
collection of foreign paper money 
hanging on one side.

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It took planning board three years 
to pay attention to CORTS plans 


Did the CORTS group really have 
poor public relations, as suggested at a 
meeting of CORTS representatives with 
members of Prince Edward County 
Planning Board Monday afternoon??? 


Or were the Prince Edward County 
board members not listening over the 
past three years? 


Back in 1975, an Agreement for 
Recreation and Conservation was 
signed by the Federal Government and 
the Ontario Government, indicating 
general acceptance of certain 
recommendations for recreational and 
conservationist development of the 
CORTS corridor (Canada-Ontario 
Rideau-Trent-Severn) from Georgian 
Bay down to this area and back up to 
Ottawa. 


During the next three years, CORTS 
was well publicized and every 
opportunity was given for the general 
public to provide in-put to the project. 
A 12-person board of senior civil 
servants...and advisory committee of 10 
citizens...and a secretariat were set up. 


Suggestions were brought together in 
two ‘documents’, the Interim Land Use 
Guidelines and a Greenpaper, and, in 
the summer of 1978, public meetings 
were held (one in Trenton) to obtain 
public reaction to the reports. 


Now, in March of 1979, Prince Edward 
County Planning Board members are 
concerned about the effect the CORTS

‘We didn’t receive the reports until 
late last year, so they're only now being 
acted on,’ one member told the CORTS 
officials at MOnday’s meeting. 


Agreement Board Chairman Huston, 
from the ONtario Ministry of Natural 
Resources, suggested that CORTS 
public relations might have been poor, 
but Paul Wyatt (who is paid by both the 
Federal and the Provincial Government 
to work with CORTS) proceeded to 
outline what had been done over the 
past years and months...‘We have had 
dialogue for the past three years and 
reports of the meetings were sent to 
wardens and reeves,’ he said. 


Major concerns of the now-alerted 
planning board members were that 


Mel Hill brandishes a Mohawk War Club. These clubs were made from the roots of trees. 
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CORTS would be another level of 
bureaucracy over them, that the 
recommendations gave no avenue of 
appeal from CORTS policies and that all 
of Prince Edward County had been 
included in the corridor, not just a strip 
along the four municipalities bordering 
the corridor. 


‘There is no intention that any of 
CORTS be imposed, Huston said. ‘We're 
not going to lay anything on anybody 
that they can’t live with.’ 


He pointed out that the CORTS 
reports was only an interim guideline, 
used for public reaction. ‘We had set up 
a schedule for a framework plan, and 
hoped to have it this spring but it will 
problably be late summer,’ he said. ‘It 
will be circulated in two forms..a 
technical document and a popular 
document.’ 


Among the board members’ 
comments were:... 


‘Sometimes people think they know 
what is good for us and they don’tknow 
the county and as taxpayers we pay the 
bills for visitors coming in for a few 
months in summer...police, garbage, 
etc.’ 


‘Prince Edward’s mainstay is 
agriculture...not tourism. Some of us 
have been recreationed to death.’ 


‘Is this another level of gov ernment 
over us...why can’t senior agencies 


res) fo) 
Look what happened on Long Point.’ 


‘Sure, the tourists leave some money 
here...at both ends of town.” 


‘Tell them what the stores at the end 
of town are,’ Jim Taylor, Prince Edward- 
Lennox MPP added. Mr. Taylor was at 
the meeting as a spectator. 


Despite reassurances from the CORTS 
people that the policies set out would 
not be imposed, most planning board 
members were skeptical. 


Asked to comment, Mr. Taylor said, 
‘Without commenting on whether the 
CORTS policies are good or bad, | 
caution you that it is an open invitation 
for government to come and do these 
things once a policy has been adopted.’

While with the Lands and Forests in 
the early sixties, he collected various 
artifacts and craft items from other 
reserves. ‘| made a point always to bring 
back at least three items from each 
reserve,’ said Mr. Hill. 


During that time he turned a room of 
the house into a museum. ‘I started the 
museum because the collecting was 
beginning to get serious and | needed 
an area in which to display my 
collections,’ he added. 


In 1975 he was appointed by the 
Mohawk Band Office as land researcher 
for Tyendinaga Reserve. He checks land 
deeds and boundries, and this research 
takes him to the Ontario Archives in 
Toronto, the Canadian Archives in 
Ottawa, and sometimes to the Quebec 
Archives in Quebec City. 


Mr. Hill says this research is time 
consuming and when he has finished 
reserve business at the various archives, 
he does his research 


‘it’s absolutely amazing what you find 
in the archives files,’ Mr. Hill said 
‘There’s so much, it’s not uncommon for 
me to spend eight extra hours just 
looking for something that pertains to 
the reserve's past.’ 


Mr. Hill is a unique collector because 
all of his collections, whether they be 
physical artifacts or written artifacts, all 
tell a story when meshed into one - the 
history of Tyendinaga Reserve and the 
Mohawk people

During a telephone interview with R. 
Tucker, director of social services, 
Hastings County, the Scanner was told 
that in addition to the impact of the 
general economic situation, welfare 
people were having a very busy year 
because of changes in the 
Unemployment Insurance regulations. 
"We've had 19 people back on welfare 

already,” he said, ‘because they don’t 

qualify now for unemployment 
insurance.” 


Unemployment insurance comes out 
of the Federal pocket (and of course out 
of the pockets of all the people who 
have paid into it) ... welfare comes 80% 
out of the provincial pocket and 20% out 
of the municipal pocket. 


Mr. Tucker agreed when it was 
suggested that all that was happening 
was that the money to feed and house 
the jobless was coming out of adifferent 
pocket now ... with more bite for the 
provincial and municipal taxpayer.

© The LCBO regrets that it is unable to 
recommend that the store in Deseronto 
remain open on Monday and on Friday 
evening. The request was made by the 
Businessmen's Association. ‘There is 
indication that they will review it and 
might stay open during July and 
August,” Mayor John Neal said. 


*® Councillor Lena Cummings voiced 
the concern of some senior citizens 
because re-assessment was being done 
on a sale value. ‘It’s hard on senior 
citizens,’ she said. She was told that 
although re-assessment was being 
done, the total percentage of municipal 
taxes paid by residential would not 
increase. 


* The Ministry of Housing has 
approved Deseronto’s Municipal 
Housing Statement. 


e A letter from the Ministry of the 
Environment, reminding the town that 
the one-year maintenance period on 
the water-works contract expires on 
April 1, and asking if there are any 
outstanding matters to be attended to 
by the contractor, was turned over to 
the PUC. 

® Deseronto is going to have to wait 
until April to know the amount levied 
by the Hastings County Board of 
Education. Although this should have 
been submitted by March 1, the County 
Board has advised the town that it 
cannot meet this requirement 


© The application by the town for 
approval of its restricted area by-laws, 
which together provide for the 
comprehensive zoning of the town, was 
returned by the Ontario Municipal 
Board, approved with specific 
exclusions. This was turned over to the 
municipal administration committee. 
* Reeve B. Johnston submitted a 1979 
Road Subsidy Report showing projects 
to be worked on. Work on Pearl Street 
from Park to Main is to be finished this 
year, including installation of a drain, 
and work will also be done on Mill 
Street from Dundas to Main. Council 
approved an amount of $103,580, with 
2,000 coming from the Ministry of 
Transportation and Communications. 
An additional amount is to be requested 
from the MTC. 


® Mrs. Virginia Woodcock has been 
hired as the third school crossing guard. 


® Deseronto Firemen have obtained a 
van through their own efforts and 
council agreed to chip in $2,000 for 
equipment for the van which will be 
used as an emergency vehicle. 


* A report from the Ombudsman of 
Ontario stated that to date, despite 
regular calls to the Ministry of the 
Environment, they had had no response 
concerning the matter of water costs in 
Deseronto.

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What happened at closed meeting? 


Mayor Neal of Deseronto tells us 


Editor's note: Tuesday morning the 
Scanner received a press release, signed 
by Mayor John Neal of Deseronto, 
providing information about what went 
on at the closed meeting of Town 
Council last Thursday night. The press 
release bvreaks the ‘suspense’ about 
who will be doing OHRP, property 
standards, building and plumbing 
inspections in the town, Marvin Brooks 
will be. 


The press release provides a lot of 
background information but is missing 
some salient points....eg. the time limit 
placed on applications for the job. It was 
advertised on March 7 and applications 
had to be in by 5 p.m. the following day. 
Despite the short notice, 10 applications 
were received. 


Council must have worked pretty fast, 
at the closed meeting last 
Thursday(which had been called by the 
mayor) in order to review all the 
applications and give applicants 
‘advance’ notice about interviews (3 
were interviewed according to the press 
release). 


There have been a lot of other 
questions raised throughout this 
controversy, and some ill feelings have 
been generated. Mr. Brooks, in 
particular, has been put in a very 
awkward position not knowing whether 
he was ‘hired or fired’.

Took chance on new business - and it’s flourishing

Why would a person holding a secure 
job with promise of advancement 
decide to leave to establish a private 
business? 


Denny Tompkins knows. At 28, witha 
diploma in business administration from 
Loyalist College and two years of 
sociology at Queen’s University, he left 
a secure job at Ontario Hydro to start his 
own business on the Tyendinaga 
Reserve 


His business? Reproducing antique 
furniture. And after completing the first 
year of operation he has a record that 
many businesses today wouldn’t think 
of having for five years -- a profit! 


Mr. Tompkins offered an explanation 
as to why he went from a secure future 
with Hydro to an uncertain future in 
starting a business of his own. ‘I didn’t 
particularly like my job. No matter how 
much you did there seemed to be a lack 
of gratification.’ 


‘I've always envied the person that 
owned and operated his own business.’ 


The idea for a business in furniture 
manufacturing originated in 1976. 
Tompkins and a partner decided to do 
research into the feasibility of 
establishing a furniture factory and the 
market outlook for their products. 


4) chose furniture manufacturing 
because it’s something that I’ve always 
liked,’ said Mr. Tompkins. 


‘After researching for more than a 
year and a half we found that factoriesin 
this market were having difficulties in 
keeping up with their orders,’ explained 
Mr. Tompkins. ‘Many had orders dating 
back seven months, so we knew that the 
market was quite open for more 
factories that could supply furniture to 
the bigger companies.’ 


Mr. Tompkins said at that time they 
were only exploring the possibilities, 
but when Hydro told him that they were 
going to transfer him to the Bruce 
Peninsula, he decided to jump off the 
treadmill. 


‘When my supervisors heard that | was 
leaving to start my own business they 
didn’t think | could do it,’ he said. 


Actual production for D.C.Tompkins 
Industries began in December 1977, but 
with a few unexpected problems. The 
major problem for Mr. Tompkins was 
the loss of his partner. ‘He just decided 
to back out, possibly because of 
uncertainty.” 


He explained that all his products are 
unfinished because that is the way the 
buyers want them. ‘The biggest thing 
that our three major buyers want is 
quality. They are looking for furniture 
that is hand crafted out of good wood 
with a lot of care put into it.’ 


He supplies Pre-Confederation of 
London, Bon-Accord of Orangeville, 
and Prim Craft and Design of Toronto. 


‘Our work is on the order of sub- 
contract work,’ Mr. Tompkins said. 
‘They send down a sample for us to 
produce.” 


‘All of our products are hand-turned 
and assembled with glue and screws. All 
the wood is kilned dried, which costs a 
bit more, but this is important in the 
quality of our products,’ he explained. 


D.C.Tompkins Industries produces 
replicas of antique furniture such as : 
Boston, Chickencoop, Maitland and 
Granny rockers; four arrow, long arrow, 
innkeeper and gunstock chairs; and 
some buffets and tables that are usually 
custom work. 


At present Mr. Tompkins employs six 
persons. His plant facilities at the airport 
on Tyendinaga Reserve have 
undergone expansion. He would like to 
expand further in the near future. 


He also plans to establish a retail 
outlet at the Belleville Plaza to sell his 
work. 


Mini food terminal 
is a possibility 
in the Quinte area 


A mini food terminal, which would 
buy fruit and vegetables from local 
farmers and wholesale them to local 
outlets, might become a reality in the 
Belleville and Quinte area. 


The Federal Government has agreed 
to provide $18,000 for a study to 
establish the feasibility of a food 
terminal in Quinte and a Toronto firm 
has been engaged to complete the study 
by the end of April. 


The idea was spearheaded by Kay 
Manderville, Liberal candidate in the 
next Federal election, who was 
instrumental in setting up a steering 
committee, under the authorization of 
the Prince Edward Federation of 
Agriculture, to get things rolling. 


‘The project has received support of 
local farmers and wholesalers,’ Ms. 
Manderville said. ‘The farmers said they 
could grow more if they thought they 
could sell it’. And she cited the example 
of one farmer who had been left with 5 
acres of cabbages which he couldn't 


sell.

March 13, 1979 
The Town of Deseronto Council was 
recently presented with a ‘petition’ 
regarding the appointment of a 
Plumbing and Building Inspector, which 
sparked considerable controversy. 
Council feels that a misunderstanding of 
the facts of the By-Law by the petitioners 
therefore a summary of events and 
Statistics prior to Council Meeting of 
March 5, 1979, will clarify the situation 
once and for all. 


On January 29, 1979, the Residential 
and Industrial Development Committee 
met with Mr. Marvin Brooks to discuss 
the terms of his position as well as 
remuneration for same. The Committee 
agreed there was a need as well as an 
advantage in the Town taking over the 
Plumbing and Building Inspections 
from the County of Hastings. 
Subsequently, Mr. Brooks was offered 
the position of Property Standards 
Enforcement Officer, O.H.R.P. 
Inspector,(both of which he had already 
been handling), Chief Building Official 
and Plumbing Inspector. The 
remuneration offered was a salary of 
$5,800 per annum, $60 per month car 


allowance and Ontario Hospital 
ze The. 


coverage to be paid by the town, 
total package would cost the Town 
approximately $6,000 per annum. The 
figure is comparable to an amount of 
$3,800 paid to Mr. Brooks in 1978, as 
O.H.R.P. Inspector for the interim year 
as well as Property Standards officer for 
seven months. It was also taken into 
consideration that once the Plumbing 
and Building Inspection was officially 
taken over by the Town, the fees 
received from Plumbing and Building 
permits would help offset the proposed 
increased wage package for 1979. The 
forecast for permit fees was estimated at 
$900. and $3,000 per annum based on 
fees received by the County of Hastings 
for past 3 years. The Committee also 
made it clear to Mr. Brooks that the 
proposal was subject to approval by all 
Council members and would not be 
official until a By-Law was passed by 
Council to appoint him.

12, 1979, the Industrial and 
Development Committee presented 
their recommendations to appoint Mr. 
Brooks to the new position. The 
adoption of the recommendation was 
denied as the majority of Council felt 
more discussion and clarification was 
needed before a decision could be 
made. Considerable amount of time was 
spent in discussion, and it was agreed 
that the matter would be raised at a 
future council meeting. 


At a regular Meeting of Council on 
March 5, 1979, this matter was once 
again brought up and presented in the 
form of a By-Law. It was given 2 
readings, but prior to the third reading 
of an official passing, another discussion 
was held. Asa result a motion of Council 
was passed to suspend the third reading 
and that the complete job package as 
offered to Mr. Brooks by the Residential 
and Industrial Committee be 
‘advertised’ to the public in the local 
newspapers on March 7, 1979. The 
advertisements were placed on March 
8, 1979, and a special meeting of Town 
Council was called to review the ten 
applications. All were reviewed as well 
as 3 personal interviews were 
conducted over a 4 hour session of 
Council. Upon final review of the 
applicants, it was unanimously agreed 
upon by Council members present that 
Mr. Brooks was more qualified from a 
technical standpoint as well as having 
the experience as an O.H.R.P. Inspector 
or Property Standards Enforcement 
officer. A third reading of the By-Law 
was passed to appoint Mr. Brooks 


Standards Enforcement Officer, Chief 
Building Official as well as Plumbing 
Inspector for the Town. 


Mayor John Neal was ordered by a 
Motion of Council to release the 
aforementioned, on March 13, 1979.

Five counties would be involved in 
the food terminal...Prince Edward, 
Hastings, Northumberland, Lennox and 
Addington and Frontenac. All except 
Frontenac have representatives on the 
steering committee. 


The food terminal would consist of a 
building area approximately 25,000 
square feet and would feature 
refrigeration, storage, humidity control, 
truck docks and offices.

TRY OUR FINE FOODS! 
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Despite the cold weather this past 
week, an influx of robins, crows and 
killdeer into the Quinte area seems to 
indicate the arrival of spring. But the 
massive numbers of northern owls 
which have been wintering in this area 
are taking no chances. They're going to 
stick around a little longer before 
migrating to their nesting grounds in 
northern Canada. 


This has been an unprecedented 
winter for many northern species of 
owls in the province, and the Quinte 
area has shared in hosting this incursion. 
At least three great grey owls, the largest 
species of owl in North America were 
spotted in Prince Edward County this 
winter. 


But when it comes to owls, the 
normally quiet farming community of 
Amherst Island made headline news 
throughout Ontario and parts of the 
United States. An unusually high 
population of meadow voles attracted 
countless predatory birds this winter 
and thousands of birdwatchers many of 
whom travelled from as far away as 
Kentucky, Maryland, New York and 
Pennsylvania to see the unusual 
spectacle. 


The voles were so thick this winter 
that one observer counted at least 40 
scurrying across the road in front of his 
car on a stretch of road not more than a 
few miles in length. 

The voles were almost as entertaining, 

as the owls. There was one story about a 
vole being picked up by someone which 
startled it so much the vole promptly 
gave birth in this person’s hand! Then 
there was the vole which bit someone's 
finger, then died! 


The voles made up the principal diet 
of the ten species of owls found on 
Amherst Island this winter. While the 
advancing spring weather is causing the

While 
great grey owls may be spotted | 
occasionally in the province during | 
winter, one source stated it has been 
some 90 years since Ontario ane 


this one. 


Also from the north this winter has | 
been the hawk owl, another relatively 
unsuspecting owl, characterized by the 
hawk-like profile and habits. 


Even more exciting this winter on 
Amherst Island was the sighting of three 
boreal owls, still another rare visitor 
from the boreal forests of Ontario, a 
very tiny member of the owl family, 
distinguished from similar six-inch saw- 
whet owl, also present on the island, by 
its yellow bill, spotted forehead and 
black facial ‘frames’. 


And, of course, the snowy owls are 
there too, at least 15 or so. They can be 
found everywhere - on telephone 
poles, television aerials, dead trees and 
the ground itself. It isn’t too unusual to 
spot one on the ice bordering the ferry 
channel to the island. 


Amherst Island this winter is indeed 
an experience for anyone unaccust- 
omed to seeing more than one or two 
owls in the space of a year. How often 
can one find several owls of one species 
all perched in one roosting tree; or be 
able to remain in one spot and count up 
to three or four species of owls without 
taking a step? 


How many years can one see a 
roosting tree, the ground beneath 
saturated with regurgitated owl pellets? 
Or a hawthorn tree, a meadow vole 
impaled on its thorn - the work of a 
northern shrike, popularly called a 
‘butcher bird’? 

Ower predatory birds present on 
Amherst Island this week are short- 
eared and long-eared owls, great 
horned owl, barn owl (another rarity), 
screech owl, rough-legged hawks (this 
writer counted 13 in less than an hour's 
driving) and a gyrfalcon, still another 
uncommon winter visitor. 


Amherst Island ferry hasn’t enjoyed 
such business!

HOW NOT TO GET INDUSTRY TO 
LOCATE IN YOUR COMMUNITY 


Some years ago, when | was working 
in another small town in eastern 
Ontario, | was indirectly involved in the 
town’s efforts to persuade a rather large 
industry to locate there. 


During the course of the discussions 
and negotiations, | learned something 
very interesting about how companies 
make the decision about where to 
locate 


The general manager explained tome 
that, other things being equal, such as 
transportation facilities, available 
industrial land, labour force, etc. the 
company looks very hard at what kind of 
community their management and 
senior executives are going to live in 
What do they have checked out? 


They check the town council. Is it 
progressive and to what extent does it 
represent the people rather than a few 
vested interests; they check the school 
system and the public library; how welis 
recreation organized; how good is the 
shopping. In other words, what is the 
quality of life? 


How well does Prince Edward County 
stack up? Well, perhaps we should 
consider that something as seemingly 
trivial as children’s toys could make the 
difference between success and failure. 

The recent debate, if it can be called 
that, about whether or not the Public 
Library Board would allow the 
University Womens’ Club to set upatoy 
library in the Children’s Library is a 
perfect example of the malaise which 
turns people off when they consider 
locating in the County. 


If you were a company president, how 
would you feel having read the press 
reports over the past three months 
revealing a Lib rary Board which is 
unresponsive to public wishes, a Board 
chairman who has made unpleasant 
inuendos which she has not publicly 
substantiated or retracted. And how 
would you feel about a town council 
which has appointed this member to her 
seat on the Library Board and then

declines to ask her to either publicly 
explain her extraordinary statements as 
Board chairman, which have left a cloud 
over a conscientious library staff, or 
resign 


It was a shoddy and undignified 
performance by our elected and 
appointed officials, the kind of 
performance which turns company 
executives and their families to other 
communities. 


Frankly, | am tired of listening to the 
local politicians bleating and pounding 
their breasts about the lack of industry. 


Until they build a community with 
something more than good roads, - a 
community with good schools, good 
libraries, good parks, good community 
services, industry will continue to go to 
other towns where the quality of life is 
important to the politicians 


And please don’t tell me that we can’t 
improve the quality of our lives unless 
we get more industry. That is the 
politician’s favourite co-out and it isn’t 
true 


For example, Prince Edward County is 
o ne of the few counties in Ontario 
without county library service. 
Substantial provincial grants are 
available to counties to set up county 
libraries The cost to the 
taxpayer?...About $1.75 per capita a 
year! 

The question is not whether we can 
afford to do this kind of thing. The 
question is, can we afford not to?

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Would a humane society shelter 
give better value for tax dollars?

In the past few weeks, several things 


~ have occurred which have focussed my 


attention on the plight of strayed or 
injured dogs in the Quinte area 


The first was a letter to the editor of 
the Scanner from a Deseronto man who 
had paid $15 pound fee for each of his 
two dogs which had been picked up as 
strays, plus $2a day board for each toget 
them back from the Community Animal 
Control Centre in Napanee. ‘it’s hard to 
keep them from getting loose and 
wandering when there are females 
around,’ he said, and anyone with a 
male dog at this time of year knows how 
true that is. 


He wanted to know if Deseronto 


could not find a less expensive dog 
‘hotel’. 


The second incident, which 
happened in the same week, was that | 
found a small puppy wandering around 
the streets of Deseronto on a cold wet 
day. | couldn’t take it home as | already 
have given homes to as many strays as | 
can manage. So | gave it to Deseronto’s 
animal control officer to take to the 
‘pound’ and see if they could find a 
home for it. | thought the puppy would 
have a good chance. The ‘pound’ with 
which | had previously been familiar was 


a 


comfortable cages for prospective 
‘adopters’ to see. 


The third instance was also in that 
same week when a friend found an 
injured dog, on Number 49 Highway, 
late at night, near Picton...What to do 
with it? 


To go back to the puppy...the first 
thing | learned was that the Community 
Animal Control Centre in Napanee is 
only open for one hour every 
morning....not too encouraging for 
customers to drop in, see a pup, and 
decide to take it home. 


I started looking for a home for it 
myself, spurred o n by the fact that after 
72 hours (to give an owner a chance to 
claim him) he could be sold to a new 
owner, or put tosleep, or worse ... could 
be sold for research. 


I did find him a home and when | went 
to the Centre to get him | was charged a 
$15 pound fee, with the comment that 
since | was not keepipng him myself, 
they wouldn't be too hard on me... they 
wouldn't charge me any board. 


The pup was taken down from a small 
cage up on a top shelf and handed to 
me, covered with filth and the 
comment, ‘Watch out, he’s dirty’. 


Before you, the reader, rise up in 
anger at the animal control officer in 
charge, don’t. Ralph Smith is a pleasant

Quinte Point a busy place in 1800’s

OLD MAGAZINES FOUND IN BASEMENT 


‘Them with dough’ enjoyed depression 


Among the interesting items found in 
the basement of the B Q Graphics 
building during renovations were two 
copies of the magazine ‘Town and 
Country’, one for November 15, 1931 
and the other for January 15, 1932. The 
magazine came out twice a month at 50 


cents a copy 


To look through these publications, it 
would be hard to guess that the country 
in which they were published was going 
through the aftermath of a deep 
depression. At least one group of 
Americans was still wallowing in the lap 
of luxury 


Other investors may have jumped out 
windows as their stocks went haywire, 
unemployed were lined up at the soup 
kitchens, the ‘Grapes of Wrath’ farmers 
were fleeing from the dust bowls and 
the world was already lining up for 
World War Two. 


But subscribers to this publication 
were still paying out 50 cents an issue to 
read about debutants and their social 
activities, to absorb the ‘snob appeal’ 
advertising and to drool over pictures of 
fabulous estates, to which they might 
aspire. 

John Randolph Hearst was vice- 
president of the Stuyvesant Company 
which published ‘Town and Country 
and his California ‘ranch’ got eleven full 
pages of coverage in the November 
issue. In fact, the centre spread of the 
issue was devoted to a picture of the 
Great House with this caption: ‘On the 
very tip top of a m ountain eighteen 
hundred feet above the level of the 


Pacific rises the Spanish palace which is 
the Casa Grande or Great House of Mr. 
William Randolph Hearst’s California 
Ranch. The sea frontage of the ranch is

And nobody noticed 


The LCBO store in Deseronto was 
open last Friday night...but nobody 
came...because nobody knew. 


At the March 5 meeting, Deseronto 
Councillors were told that the LCBO 
‘regrets’ that it is unable to recommend 
that the store in Deseronto remain open 
on Monday and on Friday evening. The 
request was made by the Deseronto and 
District Business Association. 


By March 8, the LCBO had changed its 
mind. The Business Association had 
been active and had repeated its 
request, sending copies of all 
correspondence to Clarke T. Rollins, 
MPP for Hastings-Peterborough...and, 
this time, the association got a different 
response. 


Barbara Woodcock, secretary of the 
association, gota letter from Mr. Rollins, 
dated March 8, which said that in view of 
the circumstances, the LCBO made the 
proposal that the store be kept open on 
Friday evenings in the Town of 
Deseronto. 


So, there you have it folks. It’s official 
now. You can do your shopping at the 
‘government grocery store’ on Friday 
evenings...but never on Mondays. 


Judging from a number of reports, 
Quinte Point at the extreme east end of 
Big Island was once bustling with 
activity. Early post cards depict 
numerous cottages, a wharf and an 
open air dance hall. 


One of Big Island’s long time 
residents, Al Reinholdt, whose father 
purchased property at Quinte Point in 
1925, says steamers to and from the 
neighbouring community of Northport 
would often churn their way to Quinte 
Point to take on passengers for the trip 
to Belleville. The fee? Just 35 cents. 


Mr. Reinholdt, a retired warrant 
officer with the air force estimates the 
peak of activity to be somewhere in the 
late 1800's since the area was largely 
deserted when his father bought the 
property in 1925. The Reinholdts own 
approximately two acres at Quinte 
Point. 


Today much of Quinte Point, 
including an additional one mile of 
water frontage along the north shore is 
commencing to bustle again as the area 
takes on the appearance of asmall town. 


Where once there was only a handful 
of summer cottages, the area now 
abounds in cottages and permanent 
homes, between 40 and 50 of them with 
new structures springing up yearly. 


A new road leading to the point was 
built some years ago, but traces of the 
original lane-like road which threaded 
its way through the red cedar growths 
still remain. 


Although a dead end road, the 
residents at Quinte Point enjoy a 
number of services including postal, 
school bus and regular garbage pick up. 


The Reinholdts, however, live at the 
extreme eastern tip, beyond the 
extensively travelled portion of the 


township road. From this shoreline one 
has a panoramic view of the Bay of 
Quinte and numerous points of land. 
Although four or five miles away, the 
Quinte Skyway bridge arches 
majestically across the distant horizon. 


‘We like it here because itis secluded, 
quiet and beautiful, and yet we are 
within a relatively short distance from 
Picton or Belleville. What more could 
one ask for?’ comment the Reinholdts. 


The Reinholdt home is situated within 
a dense stand of red cedar and the 
habitat provides a mecca for wildlife. 
Feeders and a number of nesting boxes 
are well utilized by local birdlife. 


Mr. Reinholdt adds, ‘I enjoy fishing 
and the Quinte waters offer excellent 
bass fishing.’ 


‘it’s a beautiful spot,’ says Kay 
Reinholdt. ‘As former city people you 
tend to appreciate the country more.’ 


While very little remains to remind 
one of former activity at Quinte Point, a 
few old post cards and photographs and 
recollections from a number of old 
timers are all the Reinholdts have to go 
on. Still they intend to dig further 
though in an effort to learn more about 
this historical point at Big Island’s east 
end.

about thirty miles and includes the 
fishing village of San Simeon with its 
own little harbour’. 


Mind you, estates were going for alot 
less then than now , but not relatively 
speaking. This one was advertised for 
exampie....‘A real and ancient colonial 
farmstead in miniature. Charming old 
house of seven rooms and bath. Guest 
cottage, barn and garage, delightfully 
set in rocks, gardens and woodland of 
old New England. A bargain at its asking 
price of $47,000 for eight acres and 
buildings.’ 


Women, in those days and at that 
social level, were ‘ladies’ who devoted 
their time to good works and social 
activities. 

There were many full-page pictures of 
debutants, most of whom had no claim 
to fame except for their astuteness in 
choosing their parents. 


Typical of captions under the young 
ladies’ pictures are these....‘she was one 
of the young women prominent in 
social circles to work for the Christmas 
sale and casino for the benefit of a 
country comm unity and school for 
dependent children’... ‘will be married 
next month. She has been far from 
content merely to flutter about with the 
other debutants and has had a short and 
successful career on the stage’ 


Another young deb who tried her 
hand on the stage was described as ‘A 
pulchritudinous component of Mr. 
Levy’s joyously insane comedy known as 
Springtime for Henry.” 


Coverage of theatrical events did 
include mentions of stage notables of 
the day. Helen Hayes and Raymond 
Massey were two of the current 
favourites who got small pictures in the 
publication.

FARMER GETS LESS FOR WORKING 
MORE 


Dear Editor: 


Spring is at hand and new 100 
horsepower tractors are up 16% over last 
year; combines up from $32 each to $41 
now, a 30 % cost jump. And the federal 
Department of Agriculture is predicting 
that net farm income will drop in $979 
below 1978. 


Keen to find another election 
promise, the minister of Consumer 
Affairs, Mr. Allmand, has declared off 
the cuff and without consultation with 
farm representatives that now is a fine 
time to up the farm marketing board 
quotas - keep down prices to consumers 
and let the farmer get less for working 
more. 


Let us look at who gained in 1978 
when Canadian farmers produced 
plenty of chicken. Based on rising in-put 
cost the farmer got 12.5% more for 
chicken but the AIB reports that the 
price of that same chicken in the super 
market rose by 33.5%. How was that? 
Mr. Allmand tells us it rose because of 


increased demand for chicken but Mr. 


Whelan, minister of Agriculture, says 
xhat there was more than tour milion 


pounds of frozen chicken in storage 
than normally. 


So the farmer produced efficiently, as 
Canadians are doing all along the line. 
He got his needed price increase for his 
costs. The housewife paid a third more 
for chicken than ever before, and 
probably ate less of it and the food 
merchants held frozen chicken off the 
market to ensure themselves a neat 
profit. 


In mid-December the federal subsidy 
on flour was cancelled. A five pound 
bag of Red Rose Flour had enjoyed a 22 
cent subsidy. But did the price of flour 
rise by 22 cents: No. It as risen by 44 
cents. The removal of the flour subsidy 
might have been expected to cost us 
another 3 or 4 cents per loaf. Instead the 
price rose by 8 or 10 cents, to almost 70 
cents. 


We have seen the same story with the 
abolition of the subsidy on skim milk 
powder. Prices have tripled and yet skim 
milk is a major food source for 
thousands of kids and families. 
Meanwhile farmers are paying a 
penality to subsidize skim milk powder 
exports being sold abroad at a fraction 
of the price the housewife is paying 
here. 


Are not milk, bread and chicken basic 
food items on our tables? Yet subsidies 
putting them in the reach of all have 
been cancelled, middlemen have 
reaped unexplained margins of profit 
and the farmers are blamed by the 
consumer. 


New Democrats have proposed a Fair 
Prices Commission with power to 
investigate what seem to be unfair 
prices in food, in essential household 
services and in farm costs. Such a 
Commission should have power to 
delay price increases until they are 
investigated. It should have power to 
get full disclosure of information and 
the power to rollback increases when 
unjustified. 


Spring is at hand and it is time to 
demand fair prices for farmers and for 
consumers.

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Police report just like the movies 


At approximately 12:40 a.m. , March 
17, a citizen of the Town of Deseronto 
reported to the Deseronto Police thata 
male subject had just attempted to steal 
his half ton pick up truck. 


A few moments later while Constable 
Dennis of the Deseronto Police Force 
and Chief Maracle of the Tyendinaga 
Indian Reserve Police Force were inv 
Indian Reserve Police Force were 
investigating the occurrence the same 
citizen came to them again and 
reported the same male subject had just 
stolen a half ton truck from Don Reid's 
residence. 


As the officers were taking the report 
they observed the stolen vehicle in 
question. The officers then pursued the 
vehicle and tried to get it stopped, the 
driver of the vehicle refused to stop for 
the police and a high speed chase 
followed. 


During the course of the high speed 
chase several other vehicles using the 
highways at the time were forced off the 
road and the Deseronto cruiser and the 
stolen vehicle collided on several 
occasions as the police tried to get the 
truck stopped. The chase lasted for 
approxmately 10 Kilometres before the 
driver of the stolen vehicle drove the 
vehicle off the road and into a field.

In 
addition, taxpayers in Deseronto pick 
up the tab for an animal control officer 
of their own

The situation is different in Prince 
Edward County where the injured dog 
was found on Highway 49. There are no 
dog catchers and no pound, as such. 


In the County, the 10 municipalities 
have an arrangement with the Picton 
Animal Hospital to look after strays 
Dogs are brought in either by people 
who find them or by the police who may 
have received a complaint 


The young friend who found the 
injured dog, guaranteed to come up 
with $8 himself to have someone come 
to the Picton Animal Hospital to admit 
the dog that late at night. Because he 
pretty broke himself, he couldn't 
guarantee to pay for medical assistance 
for the dog 


He went back out along the highway 
near where he had found the dog...a 
young collie...several times, at intervals, 
during the next few days but could not 
find the owner. Fortunately, the owner 
was finally located 


The Town of Picton is one of the 
municipalities in Prince Edward County 
which has an arrangement with the 
Animal Hospital. Picton is a lot larger 
than Deseronto. According to Graham 
Lodge, clerk of Picton, the town had an 
expenditure of $456 in 1978 for animal 
care...quite a bit below what Deseronto 
spent...and stray dogs in Picton goto the 
pleasant surroundings of the Animal 
Hospital, where my own family pets 
have had very good care over the past 
years. 
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Dogs are kept there for 96 hours 
(that’s a longer chance than they get at 
Napanee) and the hospital tries to find 
homes for them. The per diem rate is 
higher for board than Napanee...$3.50 a 
day compared with $2...which an owner 
has to pay when reclaiming a pet, or 
which the municipality pays. 


That's the situation with regard to lost 
or injured dogs in parts of the Quinte 
area. It is costing taxpayers something 
and the question is whether the service 
that are getting is what they want. Do 
they, for example, want the kind of 
service they could get from a shelter set 
up by a branch of the Ontario Humane 
Society, as has been done in Belleville? 


One major advantage with the 
Humane Society is that it does not sell 
live animals for research. 


Belleville pays $25,000 a year (less than 
$1 per capita) towards the new shelter 
which has three full time people and 
weekend part time help. 


The $25,000 a year does not cover the 
costs but the rest of the money is made 
up by people dedicated to protection of 
animals 


Members of the Quinte Branch of the 
Ontario Humane Society voluntarily 
work on fund-raising projects. The most 
current one is publication of a children’s 
book, containing writings and drawings 
about animals done by 143 Hastings 
County children, from Kindergarten to 
Grade 8. Proceeds will go to the Ontario 
Humane Society and the book will be 
available in April.

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Purple martin apartment house 
modelled after old Quinte Hotel 


By TERRY SPRAGUE 


The birds of Prince Edward County 
have plenty to thank the Prince Edward 
Region Conservation Authority for this 
year. During the winter 24 bluebird 
houses and three giant purple martin 
houses were constructed in the PERCA 
workshop at Picton. 


Two of the martin houses are rather 
modest structures, each comprising 22 
and 24 compartments respectively. The 
third however is an enormous 80-room 
structure measuring four feet by 54 
inches. Three storeys high, the house is 
fashioned after the former Massassauga 
Park Hotel built in 1878 in Ameliasburgh 
Township. 


Behind the project was General 
Superintendent of PERCA, Doug Harnes 
and PERCA employee Mathew Hedges 
who completed the martin house using 
only early photographs of the hotel. 


“By working with used lumber we 
were able to keep down the cost of the 
martin house considerably,’ 
commented Mr. Harnes. 


The outside of the building was made 
from new lumber though to enable it to 
weather the elements. All the perches 
and pillars we re turned on the 
workshop’s own lathe. 


Particularly impressive is the roof

Mr. Harnes says it is doubtful if the 
martin house will be erected this spring 
as current plans are to exhibit the 
project locally with permanent erection 
slated for next spring.

Are polluters more important than children? 


Elsewhere in this issue is a letter to the 
editor from a Hillier woman, which was 
originally published in the Toronto Star. 


The writer asks, ‘Is our Ontario 
Government going insane?’, basing her 
question on the fact that the 
Government is giving $200 million to the 
pulp and paper industry, $68 million to 
the Ford Motor Company while the 
Children’s Aid Societies, school and 
hospitals are being starved for funds. 


A lot of people are beginning to 
wonder just what Queen’s Park 
priorities are. 


The most recent press release to cross 
our desk is an announcement that the 
Ontario Government is getting into a 
big publicity campaign, in a bid for the 
tourist dollar. Plans are to spend about 
$5 million in an effort to make visitors 
more aware that they don’t have to pay 
the Ontario sales tax if purchased goods 
are taken out of the province. 


Evidently, this exemption has been on 
the books since 1965, (I wasn’t aware of 
it and | bet many other people in 
Ontario weren’t either) but this is the 
first time the Government is promoting 
it as a drawing card. 


According to a report in the Globe 
and Mail, the most costly item in the 


campaign is $3 million for radio, 
newspaper and magazine advertising in 
the United States. Another $1.5 million 
is earmarked for radio, newspaper and 
magazine advertising in Canada. 
Promotional items like like placemats, 
brochures and display kits account for 
$600,000. 


Now, according to my figuring, aftera 
look through Ontario's budget for 1978, 
that $5 million could make the 
difference between our Children’s Aid 
Societies ‘running to stand still’ or 
“going under completely’. 


The Ontario Government has 
indicated that the increase in funds for 
CAS this year will be held somewhere in 
the vicinity of 5%. CASocieties have 
indicated that unless they get an 
increase of at least 10% many of them 
won't survive or, even if they do survive, 
children are going to be the helpless 
victims. 


A 5% increase over what showed in 
the Ontario budget for Children’s Aid 
Societies last year would be about 
$4,200,000. The additional 5% which the 
societies need simply to survive would 
be more than covered by the $5 million 
going into tourist promotion.

carried passengers on the Quinte 
waters. The Massassauga Hotel included 
a dance pavillion close to the water's 


edge. Moonlight excursions were 
common during the summer and local 


bands would supply music. 


Postcards of the hotel show steamers 
pulled up at the dock with passengers 
conversing on the ramp. A_ large 
walkway led from the steamer dock to 
the front doors of the hotel. 


Amusement rides and booths which 
sold ice cream and drinks for the 
children were contained within a play 
area on the hotel grounds. 


Regrettably the Massassauga Park 
Hotel did not last too long. A changing 
life style, the increased usage of 
automobiles and a sharp decline in boat 
travel led to the demise of the hotel with 
it being sold in 1934 and demolished in 
the autumn of the same year. 


The foundations of some of the 
buildings are still visible, and portions of 
the pillars from the pavillion show 
above the ground, but little else remains 
to remind one of the hotel's former 
bustling trade. Next year, however, the 
purple martins will be bringing back 
some of the excitement and good times 
which the Massassauga Park Hotel once 
enjoyed.

A surprisingly high proportion of 
private wells have a significant natural 
fluoride content, a study by the Hastings 
and Prince Edward Counties health unit 
has shown 


Many children in the two counties are 
deriving the benefits of fluoride 
through its natural presence in their 
water supply....894 children in Hastings 
and 1,236 in Prince Edward for an 
estimated total of 2,130 children 


As a result of the study, the Health 
Unit conc luded that ‘It behooves the 
members of the health profession, 
physicians, dentists, pharmacists, 
nurses, in their promotion of the use of 
fluoride supplements, to ensure that a 


Home economist

fluoride supplement regimen’ 


Back in 1974, the Health Unit initiated 
a promotion to increase the utilization 
of fluoride supplements (tablets or 
drops) for children unable to utilize a 
fluoridated water supply 


An integral aspect of this promotion 
was the provision of a free water-testing 
service, by making available at the 
Health Unit offices the Ontario Ministry 
of Health small chemical water test 
bottles 


By the end of last December, 4,079 
wells had been analyzed with 15.3 % 
having levels higher than 0.5 ppm 
fluoride, that is fluoride levels which 
affect dosage determination for fluoride 
supplements 


The three-fold purpose of the study 
was |. to determine whether there is any 
pattern in the geographic distribution of 
wells having significant natural fluoride 
leveles i.e. could the location of these 
wells be predetermined with any level 
of confidence: 2. the average depth of 
wells found to have significant natural 
fluoride, and 3. the number of children 
and their average age in our Health Unit 
area who are receiving dental benefits 
from a significant natural fluoride level 
in their water supply 


A questionnaire was mailed to all 
residents who had utilized the well- 
testing service and subsequently found 
their water supply to have 0.7 ppm 
fluoride or grea ier. Completed 
questionnaires were returned from 90 
residents in Hastings County and 44 
residents in Prince Edward County. 


Three findings were reported from 
the study 


Fluoride well locations when plotted 

on large scale county maps were found 
to be widely and uniformly scattered. 
Unless a new well was to be drilled in 
very close proximity to an already 
identified fluoride well, there is 
apparently no way of predetermining 
with any level of confidence where 
fluoride wells might be located. 


The median depths of these wells with 
significant natural fluoride are 
surprisingly much shallower than 
expected. In Hastings County, the 
median depth was 37.5 feet, while in 
Prince Edward County the median 
depth was 44.0 feet. 


The third finding was the number of 
children deriving the benefits of the 
fluoride in their water supply. Average 
age of children utilizing these particular 
wells is 4.7 years in Hastings County and 
7.0 years in Prince Edward County.

The following article was prepared by 
M, Kathleen Allin of Deseronto. Mrs. 
Allin used to report from the Post 
Express in Deseronto. She recently 
joined the church of the Redeemer, 
about which she has written. 


The old Union Church bell still tolls 
from the belfry of the Church of the 
Redeemer, Deseronto. 


If it could talk, it would tell the story of 
the three early church members in 
Deseronto being called to worship 
under one roof. 


The beautiful and historic Pres- 
byterian Church of the Redeemer, 
created of grey stone with a spire 
reaching up toward heaven was adream 
of H.B. Rathbun which mat erialized in 
the year 1881. It stands just above 
Highway 2, on St. George Street, 
Deseronto. South of it, the large red 
brick manse was built. 


H. B. Rathbun had come up from the 
United States in 1848 and purchased a 
portion of Culbertson’s Wharf, Mill 
Point, (which later became the town of 
Deseronto.) He was successful in 
establishing a saw mill, grist mill and 
store. Gradually he developed a 
flourishing number of factories, with his 
own railway and steamboats. 


The churches in Deseronto have had 
an interesting history. At an early date, 
the Wesleyan minister from 
Shannonville considered it a part of his 
circuit, and the Anglicans began 
services in 1864.The Presbyterians soon 
followed and an unusual arrangement 
was worked out. All three groups 
worshipped in the same building - the 
Union Church; the Anglicans held their 
service in the morning; the 
Presbyterians in the afternoon and the 
Methodists in the evening. 

Mowhis Union Church were still 

Standing, it would be right in the middle 

of what is now St. George Street and in 
front of the present Presbyterian 
Church. So, when H.B.Rathbun 
generously decided to donate the land 
and build the Presbyterian Church as a 
gift to the congregation, he had the 
Union Church moved directly west to 
Mill Street. Mrs. Dorothy McCullough, 
treasurer, says she has the old deed of 
land for the Church from H.B.Rathbun 
which states he sold it for $1 .00 to the 
congregation 


The old Union Church was later 
purchased by the Canadian Legion and 
was known as the ‘white hall’. After the 
Second World War, the Legion held 
their annual New Year's Party. That 
night after the bells and sirens had rung 
out the Old Year and in the New Year of 
1961, the town people had settled down 
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Deseronto’s Church of the Redeemer has a long 


to their slumbers, when the fire siren 
woke them at 5:45 a.m, and the firemen 
rushed up to Mill Street in a couple of 
minutes to find the ‘white hall’ going up 
in flames, 40 feet high. It was too far 
gone and though they fought without 
sparing themselves, they couldn't save 
the old landmark that had once 
provided a place of worship for the 
pioneers of the Deseronto churches. 


FIRST MINISTER 


The first minister to officiate in the 
Church of the Redeemer was Rev erend 
R.}.Craig, M.A,, brother-in-law of Mr. 
Rathbun. In the early years there was a 
Sunday School of about 200 pupils. After 
the Church Union some families left and 
the Presbyterian Church congregation 
decreased. However, the smaller 
number of members are very dedicated 
and along with the help of the congenial 
and enterprising Ladies’ Aid,are 
successful in keeping the Church in 
good repair and do not owe a cent to 
anyone. 


A number of years ago, the interior of 
the Church was redecorated. The 
present Mrs. Harold Rathbun kindly 
produced records of the colours in 
which the church was originally 
decorated. Scaffolding was erected and 
church serv ice held in the Sunday 
School room for the summer months. 
Stencils were made and colours mixed 
to match the original ones, with the 
resulting very beautiful interior. 


In 1977 the steeple was rebuilt, the 
lovely, leaded, coloured-glass windows 
repaired and extensive exterior work 
done. The original very tall spire of the 
steeple had to be removed some years 
before 


Last fall, }. Hannaby, organistin Picton 

St. Andrews Presbyterian Church, with 
the able assistance of R. Whetstone, a 
teacher of music who had recently 
moved here from Fort Francis , 
completely overhauled the original 
organ. Later an organ recital 
demonstrated the excellent work done 
on it. This particular organ was originally 
manually operated and then had b een 
electrified. It is unique in being one of 
the few organs in existance which can 
be operated both manually and 
electrically. This was shown during the 
organ recital when the Reverend Jones, 
with considerable labour, pumped the 
organ by hand for one selection of 
music. 


For the past twelve years, the 
Reverend R..C.Jones has been minister 
of the church of the Redeemer as well as 
the Picton St. Andrews Presb yterian 
Church. He is well liked by his 
congregations; is inspired to produce 
attention-holding and thought-

MILL POINT UNION CHURCH 


Early records of the Church of the 
Redeemer, reported by A.D.Norris, a 
former member, indicate that the first 
Moderator of Session and Minister was 
Rev. R.J.Craig, MA, and Messers Obijah 
Smith and J.W. Dexter, Elders. Some 
time later, Messrs. £.W.Rathbun, S. 
Russell, James Mackie and Fred H. Sims 
were ordained Elders and added to the 
Kirk Session. The congregation was 
then knownas Mill Point Union Church. 


The corner stone of the Church of the 
Redeemer was laid in 1881 by the 
Reverend E. French, D.D., of New York 
City, and in January 21, 1883, was 
formally dedicated by Rev. Wm. 
Cochrane, D.D., Moderator of the 
General Assembly of the Presbyterian 
Church in Canada, assisted b y Rev . 
Alex Young, Moderator of Kingston 
Presbytery; Rev. E. French, D.D., New 
York City, and Rev. R.J.Craig, MA, the 
minister. 


For more than 25 years, Rev. Mr. Craig 
carried on most devotedly his

ministerial duties, Mr. Norris reported, 
and then retired to enjoy a well-earned 
rest. He was followed by a long line of 
consecrated and gifted ministers, man 
of whom are still quite active in the wor 
of the Presbyterian Church. 


An important feature of the work of 
this Church has always been the Sunday 
School, and at one time, while the later 
£.W.Rathbun was superintendent, had 
an enrolment of over 200 pupils. 


The vote on Church Union, 1924-5, 
resulted in an almost unanimous 
decision to maintain allegiance to the 
Presbyterian Church in Canada. 
Services have thus been carried on 
continuously according to Presbyterian 
form, for more than 70 years.
